ORANJESTAD - Aruba 
Airport Authority N.V. 
(AAA) continues to 
see positive growth in 
passenger traffic for the 
month of August 2009 
amidst continued economic 
turmoil and uncertainty in 
demand for 

travel. Revenue Generating 
Passengers (RGP) at AAA 
during the month of August 
2009were up by 1.7% whilst 
the amount of commercial 
flights has decreased by - 
1.3% compared to the same 
month in 2008. 

Interestingly the RGP results 
for August 2008 were 4.9% 
higher than August 2007, 
a record breaking year, 
making these results the best 
for the month of August on 
record at AAA. In addition, 
August 2009 RGP results 
clock in second to March 
2008 as the largest amount 
of RGP 

obtained in a single month. 
The North American PFC 
market grew slightly by 
0.5% compared to August. 
The European PFC market 
grew by a staggering 24.9% 
compared to August 2008 
with Martinair transporting 
8.9% more passengers 
than KLM during the same 
period in 2008. 

Flights from the European 
market grew by 28.3% 


compared to August 2008 
and are mainly attributed 
to the increase in flights 
from London Gatwick and 
Amsterdam. RGP from 
Latin America decreased 
by -7.5%. 

The Venezuelan 

government’s decision to 
cancel all charter flights to 
Aruba and Curacao earlier 
this year has an effect 
during the holiday periods. 
The Netherlands Antilles 
saw an increase in PFC of 
7.1% compared to August. 
“The results of August 2009 
are a clear indication that 
there is a continued positive 
change in our results since 
the second quarter” said 
Peter Steinmetz, Managing 
Director AAA N.V. “as we 
mentioned last 
month, there is still no 
indication as to the end of 
the economic turmoil and 
travel demand remains 
unpredictable. September 
will prove challenging as 
typically there is a decrease 
in travel after the US Labor 
Day Holiday weekend. 
AAA N.V. remains focused 
on retention of air service 
and minimizing the impact 
of the economic downturn. 
Our relationship with our 
valued airline partners 
remains the cornerstone of

GroenLinks backs new status for BES islands 


THE HAGUE-The green, 
left party GroenLinks 
wholeheartedly supports a 
new status for Bonaire, Saba 
and St. Eustatius as “public 
entities” of the Netherlands. 
But the opposition party did 
voice some concerns about the 
social facilities for the people 
of these islands. 

Members of the GroenLinks 
faction in the Second 
Chamber, in their response to 
the package of legislation to 
integrate Bonaire, Saba and 
St. Eustatius, the BES islands, 
in the Netherlands, mainly 
posed questions on aspects of 
social security. 

They asked to amend 
a specific article of the 
Adjustment Law proposal 
dealing with social facilities. 


“In many of the debates 
with the State Secretary of 
Kingdom Relations, members 
of GroenLinks have always 
made a case to implement 
similar social facilities for 
citizens of the Netherlands 
Antilles and Aruba.” 
GroenLinks said it wasn’t 
happy with the fact that in the 
current draft legislation “only 
a few technical adaptations” 
seemed to have been made. 
“In what way will government 
realise the desire of matching 
the level of social services in 
the Netherlands and on the 
BES islands?” 

The party asked for a clear 
overview of the effects of the 
Adjustment Law on medical 
care, education and social 
security on the BES islands.

“GroenLinks would like to 
be informed what advantages 
this law will have for citizens 
of the BES islands.” 

The faction specifically asked 
about social aid (onderstand) 
and stated that the legislation 
should provide for this. “The 
members feel the need to 
receive a state of affairs on 
negotiations between the 
Netherlands and the BES 


islands about giving content to 
the arrangement of onderstand. 
Will these agreements be 
taken up in a General Measure 
of Government (Algemene 
Maatregel van Bestuur)?” 
GroenLinks further asked 
about a planning to gradually 
replace the current Antillean 
legislation by Dutch 
legislation. “It seems desirable 
to implement Dutch regular 


legislation for the BES islands 
as public entities.” 

The party complimented the 
involvedMinistries,politicians 
and their civil servants for the 
immense work of preparing 
legislation for the BES 
islands. “It must have been 
sheer drudgery to go through 
all applicable legislation on 
the consequences of the future 
constitutional relations.” Q

Aging Mind

My father, Manuel, 
who died at age ninety, was a 
self-educated entrepreneur here 
in Aruba and an inspiration to 
many. A “health nut” already 
before World War II he 
espoused throughout his life 
the benefits of drinking water, 
eating sensibly, and exercising. 
My mother, Nora reading 
one of my nutritional articles 
fittingly identified my father’s 
advice emerging through my 
words. Indisputably, my father, 
Manuel was a primary role 
model for me. 

Daily I think about 
my father as I evaluate older 
patients. My father at age ninety 
continued to enjoy robust 
physical health. Unfortunately, 
mental deterioration, memory 
loss, and disorientation robbed 
Manuel of part of the joy of his 
final years. Manuel although 
living a seeming healthy 
lifestyle spent years absorbing 
heavy metals. In spite of his 
commitment to health, the Viana 
garage near the oil refinery and 
other toxins little understood at 


the time were slowly building 
up in Manuel’s brain. 

Dementia derived from 
Latin, from the stem “dement”-, 
literally means “mind away,” 
identifies the deterioration of 
intellectual functions such as 
memory that can occur while 
other brain functions such as 
those controlling movement 
and the senses are retained.

Senile dementia is 
the impairment of intelligence 
shown by the taking of 
rash, foolish decisions, 
the stereotypical “silly old 
woman”. Your parent may 
become childishly impulsive or 
erratic. She may show difficulty 
grasping new ideas or accepting 
new situations, like developing a 
resistance to medical care. Older 
people’s patterns of thinking 
becomes regressive and rigid - 
the stereotypical “stubborn old 


man”. Impairment of memory 
is well recognized and often 
wrongly considered to be the 
only symptom of a dementia.

Stocks gain on rising commodities, takeover news

NEW YORK - Rising commodities 
prices and stirrings of corporate 
takeovers are making investors more 
optimistic about the economy. 

Stocks rose for the third straight day 
Tuesday as gold topped $1,000 an 
ounce for the first time since February 
and oil jumped more than $3 a barrel. 
The rising prices helped lift material 
and energy stocks. The gains in 
commodities came as the dollar fell 
and investors looked for more ways to 
profit from an improving economy. 
“The commodities stocks were driving 
it today,” said Joe Saluzzi, co-head 
of equity trading at Themis Trading 
LLC. 

Talk of a revival in corporate 
dealmaking also boosted the mood 
on Wall Street. A takeover bid from 
Kraft Foods Inc. for rival Cadbury 
PFC — even though Cadbury rejected 
it — combined with a big phone deal 
in England lifted hopes that takeover 
activity could be picking up. Deutsche 
Telekom and France Telecom said 
they planned to combine their British 
mobile phone units to form that 
country’s biggest mobile operator. 

A weekend pledge by the world’s 
20 biggest economies to support the 
global recovery with stimulus efforts 
also helped keep the market’s tone 
positive. 

George F. Shipp, chief investment 
officer at Scott & Stringfellow in 
Virginia Beach, Va., said the takeover 
talk surrounding Cadbury underscores 
the fact that some companies are faring 
better than others. 

“Chocolate is less susceptible 
to whatever is going to happen 
in mortgages and banking and 
unemployment,” Shipp said. 

The Dow Jones industrial average rose 


56.07, or 0.6 percent, to 9,497.34. The 
index is up 217 points, or 2.3 percent, 
over three days. 

The broader Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 8.99, or 0.9 percent, to 
1,025.39, and the Nasdaq composite 
index rose 18.99, or 0.9 percent, to 
2,037.77. 

The Russell 2000 index of smaller 
companies rose 5.88, or 1 percent, to 
576.38. 

Bond prices fell, pushing yields higher. 
The yield on the 10-year Treasury note 
rose to 3.48 percent from 3.45 percent 
late Friday. 

The dollar fell against other major 
currencies and gold — which is often 
bought as a safe haven asset — topped 
$1,000 an ounce before settling just 
short of that mark. 

Crude oil rose $3.08 to settle at $71.10 
a barrel on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

Tom Phillips, president of TS Phillips 
Investments in Oklahoma City, said 
investors are buying gold as they buy 
stocks because they are nervous about 
the economy and rising deficits but 
don’t want to miss more gains in the 
stock market. The S&P 500 index has 
jumped 50 percent from a 12-year low 
in early March. 

“It is a flight to safety. It’s kind of like 
everyone is hedging their bets. They 
want to be in the market because they 
don’t want to miss out, but they’re 
spooked,” he said. 

The gains in gold came as other 
commodities rose. 

Freeport-McMoRan Copper & Gold 
Inc. rose $2, or 3 percent, to $68, while 
aluminum producer Alcoa Inc. rose 42 
cents, or 3.5 percent, to $12.60. Oilfield 
services company Schlumberger Ftd. 
rose $2.23, or 4 percent, to $58.10. 
Meanwhile, General Electric Co. led 
the 30 stocks that make up the Dow 


industrials, rising 63 cents, or 4.5 
percent, $14.50, after J.P. Morgan 
upgraded the company’s shares saying 
that the market had already priced in 
most problems with the conglomerate’s 
lending arm. 

Among stocks moving on takeover 
talk, Cadbury jumped $14.42, or 38.5 
percent, to $51.88. Kraft fell $1.65, or 
5.9 percent, to $26.45.

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Oprah Winfrey fans gather for Michigan Avenue show

CHICAGO-Thousands of OprahWinfrey’s 
fans gathered on Michigan Avenue to help 
the talk show celebrate the 24th season of 
her show with a public taping on Tuesday 
that was to include the Black Eyed Peas 
and Rascal Flatts. 

Diane Stimson lined up at 5:30 a.m., 
nearly 12 hours before the taping was set 
to begin, and by the afternoon the 43-year- 
old Chicagoan was dancing behind a metal 
barrier as she waited. She called Winfrey 
an inspiration. 

“She worked her way to the top, and she 
made it,” Stimson said. “She gives us all 
hope.” 

Winfrey’s production company, Harpo 
Productions, has said it expects “thousands” 
of people to attend the event, which will also 
feature Jennifer Hudson, James Taylor and 
magician Criss Angel. The company said it 
would cover all costs for police, paramedics 
and sanitation at the outdoor taping. “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show” normally is taped at 
the Harpo studios on Chicago’s near west 
side. 

Several people said they wanted to come 
because of the difficulty in getting tickets 


for the regular tapings. 

Gloria Jones, 60, of Chicago, said she was 
excited because “I never get a chance to get 
a ticket, and I figured this is the closest I 
could get.” 

The special outdoor event will take place on 
a three-block stretch of Michigan Avenue 
near the Chicago River and have two blocks 
of audience members. It will shut down the 
famous downtown street — known as the 
Magnificent Mile for its upscale shopping 
— to traffic from early Monday through 
Wednesday morning. 

The taping is free and open to the public. 
General admission will close when the 
event reaches capacity. By midaftemoon, 
one block of the audience area was full. 
Chicago Mayor Richard Daley has 
supported the taping, saying it will give the 
city global exposure and create jobs. 

It also comes just weeks before the 
International Olympic Committee will 
announce if Chicago will have the winning 
bid to host the 2016 Summer Games. During 
last year’s season premiere of Winfrey’s 
show, 6,000 fans crammed into Chicago’s 
Millennium Park as she celebrated more 
than 170 American Olympic medalists 
from the Beijing Games.□

LOS ANGELES - Beyond 
its generic, forgettable title, 
“Beyond a Reasonable 
Doubt” feels like some 

throwaway 1980s TV

Actually, its origins go 
back even further — it’s a 
remake of a 1956 thriller,

Instead, “Beyond a 
Reasonable Doubt” feels 
like a vehicle for hunky 
Jesse Metcalfe, who stars 
as ambitious TV news 
reporter C.J. Nichols.

too much away here, but 
naturally, his plan doesn’t 
work out the way he’d 
hoped. 

As if that weren’t ridiculous 
enough, C.J. also happens 
to fall for assistant district 
attorney Ella Crystal 
(Amber Tamblyn), even as 
he’s trying to expose her 
boss. Their relationship — a 
cursory sequence of gauzily 
filmed dinners and chaste 
rolls in the hay — never 
feels believable, though, 
so the potential emotional 
consequences of his actions 
don’t register.

Obama steers clear of 
politics in school pep talk

ARLINGTON, Virginia (AP) — President 
Barack Obama steered clear of politics Tuesday 
in a pep talk to students that sparked controversy 
among conservatives, who accused him of 
trying to indoctrinate America’s children. 
Presidents often visit schools, and Obama 
was not the first one to offer a back-to-school 
address aimed at millions of students in every 
grade. Yet several conservative organizations 
and many concerned parents warned Obama 
was trying to sell his political agenda. 

That concern was caused in part by an 
accompanying administration lesson plan 
encouraging students to “help the president,” 
which the White House later revised. 

In his speech, Obama challenged the nation’s 
students to take pride and ownership in their 
education — and stick with it even if they 
don’t like every class or must overcome tough 
circumstances at home. 

“Every single one of you has something that 
you’re good at. Every single one of you has 
something to offer,” Obama told students at 
Wakefield High School in Arlington, Virginia 
and children watching his speech on television 
in schools across the country. “And you have a 
responsibility to yourself to discover what that 
is.” 

Obama, accompanied by Education Secretary 
Arne Duncan, met with some 40 students 


gathered in a school library before the speech 
carried on ESPN and on the White House Web 
site. 

“When I was your age,” Obama said, “I was a 
little bit of a goof-off. My main goal was to get 
on the varsity basketball team and have fun.” 
The uproar over his speech followed Obama 
across the Potomac River, as his motorcade 
was greeted by a small band of protesters. One 
carried a sign exclaiming: “Mr. President, stay 
away from our kids.” 

During his meeting inside, one young person 
asked why the country doesn’t have universal 
health insurance. “I think we need it. I think we 
can do it,” Obama replied. The president said 
the country can afford to insure all Americans 
and that doing so will save money in the long 
run. 

Duncan acknowledged Tuesday that some of the 
prepared guidance for school officials included 
a suggestion that students could compose essays 
stating how they could help support Obama — 
an idea the education secretary acknowledged 
was wrongheaded. 

In his conversation with the Wakefield students, 
Obama said that not having a father at home 
“forced me to grow up faster.” 

One young person asked the president whom 
he would choose to dine with if he could make 
only one such selection. 

“Gandhi,” Obama replied.

CHICAGO - Former Illinois 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich said 
Tuesday that statements he 
made on secret FBI wiretap 
tapes were taken out of context 
by prosecutors and that he 
might try to call senators and 
a top White House official as 
witnesses at his racketeering 
and fraud trial to back his 
version of events. 

Blagojevich told The 
Associated Press in a phone 
interview that he might even 
try to subpoena President 
Barack Obama as a witness 
at his trial, but the court 
is unlikely to compel the 


president to testify. 

The former governor, whose 
trial is scheduled to begin June 
3, said he expects to be cleared 
of charges that he tried to sell or 
trade Obama’s former Senate 
seat for campaign money or a 
high-paying job for his wife or 
himself. 

“I will be vindicated because I 
haven’t done anything wrong,” 
Blagojevich said. 

He said he sometimes stays 
awake and worries that justice 
— as he sees it—won’t prevail 
and he will go to prison. 

“I think about it in the wee 
hours, in the witching hour — 
I’m only human,” Blagojevich 
said. He described the ordeal 
he and his family have been 
going through since his 
arrest last December as “this 
nightmare.” 

Blagojevich said he is not 
tempted to ask his attorneys 
seek a plea deal that could cut 
years of any prison sentence. 
“Never,” he said, raising his 
voice. The former governor 
spoke by phone from New 
York, where he was promoting 
his book, “The Governor.” 
He started the day with an 
interview with WLS radio in 
Chicago and an appearance on 
NBC’s “Today” show. 
According to prosecutors, 
the FBI secretly recorded 
Blagojevich last November 
saying he wanted something 
in exchange for the Senate 
seat. “I’ve got this thing and 
it’s (deleted) golden, and uh, 
uh, I’m just not giving it up 


for (deleted) nothing,” he 
is quoted as saying. He was 
later recorded saying “I want 
to make money” off the seat, 
prosecutors said. 

As he argued in his book, 
Blagojevich said his words 
were taken out of context, and 
that he was hoping to appoint 
Illinois Attorney General 
Lisa Madigan to the Senate 
seat in return for a deal with 
her father, Illinois House 
Speaker Michael Madigan, D- 
Chicago. 

Under that plan, Michael 
Madigan would push a 
public works bill designed 
to create thousands of jobs 
and health care legislation 
through the state House, while 
guaranteeing there would be 
no tax increase for Illinois 
residents. In exchange, his 
daughter would get the Senate 
seat. In his book, Blagojevich 
said he told his chief of 
staff, John Harris, to start 
implementing the plan the day 
before his arrest. 

Harris also was charged 
in the indictment and has 
agreed to cooperate with the 
government. He is expected to 
be a witness at Blagojevich’s 
trial. The former governor 
was asked if he thought Harris 
would support his story on 
cross examination. 

“If he tells the truth, that’s 
what happened,” Blagojevich 
said. Blagojevich said he 
might subpoena White 
House chief of staff Rahm 
Emanuel, Senate Democrat 


Majority Leader Harry Reid 
and Democratic Senatorial 
Campaign Committee 

Chairman Robert Menendez 
to back up his version of what 
happened. 

He said he discussed his plan 
with all of them. 

Another possible witness he 
said would be former House 
Speaker Dennis Hastert, R-Ill. 
Blagojevich said in his book 
that he was surprised to 
find out that one of his chief 
fundraisers, Tony Rezko, was 
involved in corruption. Rezko 
has been convicted of taking 
part in a $7 million payoff 
scheme and is now believed 
to be cooperating with federal 
prosecutors. 

Blagojevich was asked if he 
had been naive in bringing 
Rezko into his circle of 
advisers after the real estate 
developer raised campaign 
money for him. 

“That is correct — I was 
naive about Tony Rezko,” 
Blagojevich said. “But so was 
Barack Obama.” He noted 
that Rezko raised money for 
Obama’s campaigns and took 
part in a real estate deal that 
resulted in Obama buying his 
Chicago home. 

Blagojevich said his wife, 
Patti, was within the bounds 
of ethics to accept thousands 
of dollars in real estate 
commissions from Rezko 
because she supplied 
professional services and the 
relationship began before he 
became governor. □ 



Soiomayor takes 
her place on high 
court bench 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Justice Sonia Sotomayor took 
her seat Tuesday as the first 
Latina on the U.S. Supreme 
Court in front of a packed 
courtroom that included 
President Barack Obama and 
Vice President Joe Biden. 

The ceremony was just for 
show. Sotomayor and the rest 
of the court return Wednesday 
for the argument in a major 
case about campaign finance 
law. Sotomayor, 55, last month 
became the third woman to be 
a justice. She took the oath 
again Tuesday in a ceremony 
by which the court formally 
welcomes its newest member. 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
presented Sotomayor’s ivory- 
colored commission from 
Obama. Chief Justice John 
Roberts administered the 
oath of office, after which 
Sotomayor took her seat at the 
end of the bench to Roberts’ 
left, next to Justice Stephen 
Breyer. All her colleagues 
were in attendance. 
Sotomayor wore a white, 
decorative collar that was 
given to her by Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg and a new 
robe presented by her law 
clerks in New York. 

Among the onlookers in the 
courtroom were her mother, 
Celina, and brother, Juan, the 
Puerto Rican singer Ricky 
Martin, retired Justice David 
Souter, the man she replaced, 
members of Congress, federal 
judges and former top Justice 
Department officials. 

After the ceremony, Sotomayor 
and Roberts descended the 
steps in front of the court to 
applause from a small crowd 
of tourists and well-wishers. 
The two justices briefly posed 
for photographs. 

“Tell me when you’ve had 
enough,” she said, before her 
family joined her for another 
round of pictures.□

“He’s somebody I find a lot of inspiration in. He inspired Dr. 
(Martin Luther) King” with his message of nonviolence. 


“He ended up doing so much and changed the world just 
by the power of his ethics,” Obama said of the inspirational 
leader Mahatma Gandhi. At another point, Obama told the 
students that “a lot of people are counting on me.” 

Obama proceeded later with the speech the White House 
had released a day early, virtually unchanged. The school 
he chose as the setting for his talk — Wakefield — is the 
most economically and racially diverse school in Arlington 
County, according to the Department of Education. Nearly 40 
percent of graduating seniors pass an Advanced Placement 
test. That’s more than twice the national average. 

“There is no excuse for not trying” he said in the speech. 
He said students must be individually responsible for their 
education, and that it’s important to work hard, pay attention 
in school and complete assignments. 

“Whatever you resolve to do, I want you to commit to it,” 
Obama said. “The truth is, being successful is hard. You won’t 
love every subject that you study. You won’t click with every 
teacher that you have.” 

“At the end of the day, we can have the most dedicated 
teachers, the most supportive parents and the best schools in 
the world, and none of it will matter unless all of you fulfill 
your responsibilities,” the president said.Q

The crown prince of Orange 
and his wife on Tuesday 
traced the path that Hudson’s 
ship, the Half Moon, made 
four centuries ago — albeit on 
a helicopter and accompanied 
by Dutch media. Events in 
New York City on Tuesday 
morning and evening 
bookended visits upriver in 
West Point and Albany. 

The royal couple watched a 
flotilla of ships, including a 
replica of the Half Moon, sail 
past in New York City while 
a Dutch naval ship blasted 
a 21-gun salute. Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton and Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg welcomed them 
to New York. 

Hudson was an Englishman 
working for the Dutch in 
September 1609 when he 
sailed up the river that would 
later bear his name. The Half 
Moon (called the Halve Maen 
in Dutch) made it to present- 
day Albany before heading 
back. 

“We can only speculate about 
the feelings of a small group 
of men on board of the Halve 
Maen when they first arrived 
on these shores exactly 400 
years ago,” said the Crown 
Prince. “They must have been 
struck by the beauty of these 
islands and by the riches they 
behold.” 

About 200 people came out 
to watch the ceremony on the 
deck of the Intrepid, a World 
War II aircraft carrier that is 
now part of a museum. 
Standing on the deck, 
Annemiek Rademaker-Matte 
wore a navy blue “Holland” 


T-shirt with a picture of the 
country’s famous windmills 
and was sporting an orange 
hat and jacket. 

“I feel Dutch. Very Dutch,” 
said the 56-year-old native of 
Soest, a town in the central 
Netherlands. “Even though 
I’m an American citizen, my 
heart is very much Dutch. 
I’m proud of that heritage. 
I’m proud of what Holland 
accomplished during those 
years.” 

The royal couple then flew 
roughly 40 miles to the 
U.S. Military Academy, 
where they sat down in the 
sprawling mess hall for a 
baked ziti lunch with cadets. 
Maxima, dressed in a red suit, 
was conspicuous in the sea of 
gray-clad cadets. 

They reviewed cadets 
marching into the mess hall 
and were given a standing 
ovation when they were 
introduced inside. The 
prince told the future U.S. 
Army officers about the two 
countries’ shared democratic 
values and long history. 

“As a Navy officer, I am 
proud and honored and a bit 
scared to be here in front of 
you,” he told the cadets. 

After a tour accompanied by 
West Point Superintendent 
Lt. Gen. Franklin “Buster” 
Hagenbeck, the couple and 
their retinue took a helicopter 
to Albany. 

They were to meet with New 
York Gov. David Paterson, 
Albany Mayor Jerry Jennings 
and tour a quadricentennial 
exhibit at the State Museum 
before heading back to New

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Fines proposed for going without health insurance

WASHINGTON - Americans 
would be fined up to $3,800 
for failing to buy health 
insurance under a plan that 
circulated in Congress on 
Tuesday as divisions among 
Democrats undercut President 
Barack Obama’s effort to 
regain traction on his health 
care overhaul. 

As Obama talked strategy 


Associated Press 
with Democratic leaders at 
the White House, the one 
idea that most appeals to 
his party’s liberal base lost 
ground in Congress. Prospects 
for a government-run plan to 
compete with private insurers 
sank as a leading moderate 
Democrat said he could no 
longer support the idea. 

The fast-moving developments 
put Obama in a box. As a 
candidate, he opposed fines to 


force individuals to buy health 
insurance, and he supported 
setting up a public insurance 
plan. On Tuesday, fellow 
Democrats publicly begged to 
differ on both ideas. 
Democratic congressional 
leaders put on a bold front 
as they left the White House 
after their meeting with the 
president. 

“We’re re-energized; we’re 
ready to do health care reform,” 
said Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid of Nevada. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Califi, insisted the public 
plan is still politically viable. 
“I believe that a public 
option will be essential to our 
passing a bill in the House of 
Representatives,” she said. 
After a month of contentious 
forums, Americans were 
seeking specifics from the 
president in his speech to a 
joint session of Congress on 
Wednesday night. So were his 
fellow Democrats, divided on 
how best to solve the problem 
of the nation’s nearly 50 
million uninsured. 

The latest proposal: a ten- 
year, $900-billion bipartisan 
compromise that Sen. Max 


Baucus, D-Mont., a moderate 
who heads the influential 
Finance Committee, was 
trying to broker. It would 
guarantee coverage for nearly 
all Americans, regardless of 
medical problems. 

But the Baucus plan also 
includes the fines that Obama 
has rejected. In what appeared 
to be a sign of tension, White 
House spokesman Robert 
Gibbs pointedly noted that 
the administration had not 
received a copy of the plan 
before it leaked to lobbyists 
and news media Tuesday. 

The Baucus plan would 
require insurers to take all 
applicants, regardless of age 
or health. But smokers could 
be charged higher premiums. 
And 60-year-olds could be 
charged five times as much 
for a policy as 20-year-olds. 
Baucus said Tuesday he’s 
trying to get agreement from 
a small group of bipartisan 
negotiators in advance of 
Obama’s speech. “Time is 
running out very quickly,” he 
said. “I made that very clear to 
the group.” 

Some experts consider the 
$900-billion price tag a 


relative bargain because the 
country now spends about 
$2.5 trillion a year on health 
care. But it would require 
hefty fees on insurers, drug 
companies and others in the 
health care industry to help 
pay for it. 

Just as auto coverage is 
now mandatory in nearly all 
states, Baucus would require 
that all Americans get health 
insurance once the system 
is overhauled. Penalties for 
failing to do so would start 
at $750 a year for individuals 
and $1,500 for families. 
Households making more than 
three times the federal poverty 
level — about $66,000 for 
a family of four — would 
face the maximum fines. For 
families, it would be $3,800, 
and for individuals, $950. 
Baucus would offer tax 
credits to help pay premiums 
for households making up to 
three times the poverty level, 
and for small employers 
paying about average middle- 
class wages. People working 
for companies that offer 
coverage could avoid the fines 
by signing up. 

The fines pose a dilemma 
for Obama. As a candidate, 
the president campaigned 
hard against making health 
insurance a requirement, and 
fining people for not getting 
it. “Punishing families who 
can’t afford health care to 
begin with just doesn’t make 
sense,” he said during his 
party’s primaries. At the 
time, he proposed mandatory 
insurance only for children. 
White House officials have 
since backed away somewhat 
from Obama’s opposition to 
mandated coverage for all, 
but there’s no indication that 
Obama would support fines. 
One idea that Obama 
championed during and since 
the campaign—a government 
insurance option — appeared 
to be sinking fast. 

House Majority Leader Steny 
Hoyer, D-Md., told reporters a 
Medicare-like plan for middle- 
class Americans and their 
families isn’t an essential part 
of legislation for him. Hoyer’s 
comments came shortly after 
a key Democratic moderate 
said he could no longer back 
a bill that includes a new 
government plan. □ 
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Boy hidden behind wall remains in state custody

BENTON, Illinois (AP) — A 
6-year-old boy whose mother 
is accused of hiding him in 
a crawl space for nearly two 
years whenever visitors arrived 
will remain in state custody 
while he gets counseling 
meant to eventually reunite 
him with his father. 

Franklin County Circuit Judge 
Kyle Vantrease turned away 
Michael Chekevdia’s request 
to take temporary custody 
of his son immediately, 
ruling Tuesday that Richard 
Chekevdia needs help 
to gradually process his 
“traumatic” ordeal. 

Ricky and his mother, 30- 
year-old Shannon Wilfong, 
vanished in November 2007. 
They were found Friday 
hiding in a small crawl space 
in his grandmother’s two-story 
home in southern Illinois. 
Vantrease scheduled a Nov. 
23 hearing to resolve the 
custody issue, suggesting that 
by then the boy’s progress in 
counseling and efforts backed 
by state child-welfare workers 
to reunify him with his dad 
could be measured. Until 
then, the boy will remain 
with a relative of Michael 
Chekevdia. 

The judge refused — with the 
state’s blessings — any access 
to him by his mother, who 
often sobbed during the 75- 
minute hearing and insisted 
she’d done nothing wrong. 
“You’re making me sound 
bad. It was not like that at all,” 
she interjected at one point. 
Wilfong, 30, made her first 
court appearance earlier 
Tuesday on a felony abduction 


charge, telling a judge she 
planned to hire an attorney. She 
remained jailed on $42,500 
bond and is scheduled for a 
preliminary hearing Sept. 23. 
The grandmother, 51 -year- 
old Diane Dobbs, is free on 
bond after being charged with 
aiding and abetting. 

Dobbs has insisted Wilfong 
had little choice but to flee 
with the boy to protect him. 
“We were on our own and 
we had to do what we had to 
do and that was make sure 
our grandson was safe,” she 
told ABC’s “Good Morning 
America” on Monday. 

Michael Chekevdia has 
rejected allegations of abuse, 
as did state child-welfare 
officials and the judge in court 
Tuesday. 

“I absolutely have no concerns 
about the father,” testified 
Jan McGraw, a state child- 
protection supervisor. 
Chekevdia, a 48-year-old 
former police officer who’s 
an Illinois Army National 
Guard lieutenant colonel, won 
temporary custody of his son 
shortly before the boy and his 
mother — Chekevdia’s former 
girlfriend — disappeared. 
Chekevdia said he long 
suspected his son was being 
hidden by Dobbs, although 
there were no signs of him 
when the home was searched 
with her consent. Wilfong was 
charged in December 2007 
with abducting the boy, but 
couldn’t be found. 

For much of the time since, 
Chekevdia said, the windows 
of Dobbs’ home were blocked 
off by drawn shades or other 
items. 

Stacy Kinter, an Illinois 


State Police special agent, 
testified Tuesday that police 
who stormed Dobbs’ Elkville 
house with a search warrant 
Friday found Dobbs hastily 
trying to close the entry to the 
crawl space. 

Inside the plywood-floored 
confines — roughly 5 feet by 
12, hidden behind a wall by 
a dresser — searchers found 
Wilfong and the boy, clad only 
in underwear and a T-shirt. 

He appeared “very pale, like 
he’d not been in the sun,” 
Kinter said, reinforcing the 
boy’s claims that for virtually 
during all of his seclusion 
he was not allowed outside. 
Moments after being found, 
Kinter said, the boy “seemed 
very excited to be playing in 
the grass and outside.” 
Witnesses testified that there 
was no evidence that the boy 
attended school or got medical 
attention after the abduction. 
Angela Anderson, an 
investigator for the state child- 


welfare agency, testified that 
a counselor who examined 
the boy briefly said he had 
a speech impediment, had 
limited reading skills and was 
“socially lacking, socially 


behind.” 

“He referred to (his dad) as a 
monster,” Anderson said. “I 
can only speculate he’d heard 
that from the people he’d been 
around the past two years.”□ 


Six boys accused of beating sleeping immigrant

BOSTON (AP) — Six boys were charged 
with severely beating a Guatemalan immigrant 
with bricks, bottles and rocks as he slept near 
railroad tracks, an attack that civil rights groups 
decried Tuesday as “hateful.” 

Derrek Shulman, New England regional 
director of the Anti-Defamation League, said 
the July beating of Damian Merida was an 
example of how immigrants are singled out for 
attacks. 

Police say six boys, ages 11 to 14, beat the 30- 
year-old Merida in July in Lynn, a city 10 miles 
(16 kilometers) northeast of Boston. Merida 
was hospitalized at Massachusetts General 
Hospital for a month with serious head injuries. 
Merida’s brother said the attack caused brain 
damage. 


In a statement, police said the Lynn boys 
targeted Merida because of his ethnicity. Police 
also said they were looking into the assault 
of another Guatemalan immigrant and “the 
possibility that the attack was not the first 
perpetrated by these youths.” 

The boys, who have not been named, have 
pleaded not delinquent to charges of civil rights 
violations, attempted murder and assault with 
intent to maim. All but one were released and 
ordered to wear electronic monitoring bracelets. 
A 14-year-old remains in state Youth Services 
custody. Three teenagers and an 11-year-old 
were suspended indefinitely from their middle 
schools last week. 

Diego Portillo, president of the Boston-based 
Latino Professional Network, said the boy’s 
young ages make the alleged crime more 
shocking.Q

Karzai nears outright win; Afghan recount ordered

KABUL (AP) — A U.N.-backed commission 
Tuesday ordered a recount of tainted ballots 
from the Afghan presidential vote, saying it 
had “convincing evidence of fraud,” even 
as President Hamid Karzai for the first time 
surpassed the threshold needed to avoid a run¬ 
off and win re-election. 

Doubts are growing about the Aug. 20 election’s 
credibility, a key step in U.S. and European 
efforts to strengthen the Afghan government 
and bolster declining support for the almost 
eight-year war against a spreading Taliban 
insurgency. 

The U.N.-backed Electoral Complaints 
Commission, an independent body with the 
power to investigate and nullify fraudulent 
votes, ordered a recount Tuesday at polling 
stations where it had found “clear and 
convincing evidence of fraud.” 

That means that Karzai could still have votes 
taken away from him. More than 720 major 
fraud charges have been lodged with the 
complaints commission. 

Daoud Ali Najafi, chief electoral officer of the 
Afghan-run Independent Election Commission 
which organized the vote, said that recounting 
votes could take “two months or three months,” 
suggesting the already overextended election is 
likely far from over. Officially certified results 
were due by late September. 

With results in from almost 92 percent of the 
country’s polling sites, Karzai has 54.1 percent 
of the votes, pushing him over the threshold 
that would allow him to declare victory outright 
and avoid a run-off with his main challenger. 
Abdullah Abdullah. 

As more results have come in from the south, 
where Karzai’s support is strong, former 
foreign minister Abdullah’s standing has 
slipped dramatically. He now has 28.3 percent 
of the vote. 

But the credibility of the election is increasingly 
in question. The Afghan-run election 
commission has already quarantined ballots 
from more than 600 polling stations ruled to 
have been suspected of fraud, out of more 
than 26,000 stations. The results announced 
Tuesday do not include those ballots, Najafi 
said. The U.N.-backed complaint commission 
will investigate and determine whether they 
can be counted or be discarded. 

So far about 5.7 million votes have been 
tallied, including 250,000 ballots discarded 
either because the presidential candidate had 
officially withdrawn or because of problems 
with the ballot, such as a vote cast for two 
candidates. 

Accounts from Western officials suggest 
widespread fraud. 

They say ballots have been submitted from 
hundreds of fake voting sites, especially in 
southern Afghanistan. The election commission 
has tallied dozens of voting sites where Karzai 
won neatly rounded blocks of ballots — 200, 
300 and 500 votes — results that one Western 
official labeled “illogical.” 

Afghanistan’s electoral law gives the Election 


Complaints Commission broad authorities. 
The commission can nullify any votes it deems 
fraudulent, order a re-count of votes or order 
a new vote entirely. The ECC is comprised of 
one American, one Canadian and one Dutch 
national — all appointed by the U.N. — as well 
as two Afghans appointed by an Afghan human 
rights organization and the Supreme Court. 

The commission did not say how many 
polling stations would require re-counts, but 
it noted that it had so far identified some with 
questionable results in Ghazni, Paktika and 
Kandahar provinces, and that it is launching 
investigations in other provinces. 

Stations showing 100 percent turnout or with a 
presidential candidate receiving more than 95 
percent of the vote will need to be audited and 
recounted, the commission said in a statement. 
Stations with fewer than 100 ballots will be 
exempt from the process. 

Grant Kippen, a Canadian and the chairman 
of the Electoral Complaints Commission, said 
the irregularities found include ballots not 
being folded — meaning they would not fit in 
a ballot box slot — identically marked ballots 
and overly large counts at polling stations. 
Kippen said he saw a ballot box with 1,700 
ballots in Kandahar, even though the maximum 
should be 600. He stressed that the commission 
is making its decisions without considering the 
impact on the election. 

“We just take this on a complaint-by-complaint 
basis, and how that pans out, we really don’t 
know and in many respects don’t care, because 
it’s not material to the work that we’re doing,” 
Kippen said. 

Najafi, of the Afghan-run Independent Election 
Commission, said some vote numbers were 
“suspicious” and that the results “did not match 
with the reconciliation form” used to double¬ 
check results. 

“In some areas the turnout was higher than 
the number of ballots we sent to the polling 
station,” Najafi added. He said the ballots 
have been sent to the U.N.-backed complaint 
commission, which will decide if any can 
eventually be included in the official count. 

The top U.N. representative in Afghanistan, 
Kai Eide, called on Afghan election officials to 
exclude ballots from the vote count that have 
“evidence of irregularities.” 

U.S. Ambassador Karl Eikenberry met with 
Karzai on Monday and talked about the 
election, said U.S. Embassy spokeswoman, 
Caitlin Hayden. She declined to provide further 
details. 

Naj afi said he did not have a regional breakdown 
of the discarded results, but said investigation 
teams have been sent to Ghazni, Paktika and 
Kandahar provinces. 

A senior Western diplomat alleged Monday that 
a majority of the votes in three provinces — 
Kandahar, Paktika and Khost — are fraudulent. 
Partial returns from each of those provinces 
heavily favor Karzai. The diplomat spoke on 
condition of anonymity because of the sensitive 
nature of his work. Others have said there have 
been as many as 800 fake polling sites from 
which tallies came in. □

HANOI, Vietnam (AP) 
— Vietnam urged the U.S. 
to speed funding for Agent 
Orange victims Tuesday at 
the start of the fourth annual 
meeting on joint efforts to 
clean up areas that American 
forces contaminated with the 
toxic herbicide during the 
Vietnam War. 

U.S. troops sprayed Agent 
Orange on jungles to deprive 
Vietnamese troops of ground 
cover. Vietnam says 1 million 
to 4 million of its citizens may 
have suffered serious health 
consequences. 

So far, cleanup efforts have 
focused on the airport at 
Danang, a former U.S. air 
base in central Vietnam where 
American troops stored, mixed 
and loaded Agent Orange onto 
planes. 

Agent Orange is perhaps the 
war’s most contentious legacy. 
After years of disagreement, 
the two sides began working 
together in 2006 to address 
problems linked to the 
herbicide. A joint study in 
Danang found dioxin levels 
were 300 to 400 times higher 
than internationally accepted 
limits. 

The two sides have already 
taken temporary steps to 
contain dioxin, the highly toxic 
element of Agent Orange, at 
the Danang site. They are now 
seeking ways to remove the 


dioxin from the soil. 

The two sides are also working 
on joint efforts to help disabled 
Vietnamese whose health 
problems might be linked to 
Agent Orange. 

It isn’t clear how much the 
cleanup and health projects 
will cost. 

The Vietnamese government 
estimates that cleaning 
Danang and the two other most 
contaminated Agent Orange 
hot spots will cost $58 million. 
So far, the U.S. government 
has set aside $8 million to 
deal with environmental and 
health issues linked to Agent 
Orange. 

Nonprofit groups and 
international donors have 
contributed funds as well, and 
more will be needed. 

Studies by a Canadian 
environmental consultant have 
identified seven Agent Orange 
hot spots, but Vietnam says as 
many as two dozen need to be 
cleaned up. 

As this week’s meetings 
opened, the Vietnamese side 
urged the U.S. to speed up 
disbursement of money to 
help the disabled. 

“We all know that exposure to 
dioxin is the cause of serious 
suffering to the victims,” 
said Nguyen Xuan Cuong, 
Vietnam’s vice minister of 
natural resources and the 
environment. 


The U.S. Veterans 
Administration provides 
benefits to U.S. veterans who 
were exposed to Agent Orange 
and later developed various 
cancers. 

But the United States argues 
that more scientific study is 
needed to understand the link 
between Agent Orange and 
various physical disabilities 
suffered by Vietnamese who 
live in areas where it was 


used. 

The Vietnamese say many 
babies of soldiers exposed to 
Agent Orange have been born 
with terrible birth defects. 

The two sides have agreed 
to work together to help 
Vietnamese who have 
disabilities, regardless of the 
cause. 

In opening remarks, U.S. 
Ambassador Michael 

Michalak said the U.S. has 


begun implementing three 
health projects serving people 
with disabilities near the 
Danang airport. 

“We’re not just talking. We’re 
working together on concrete 
projects,” he said. 

Michalak called for the two 
sides to support “sound 
science” in order to make 
decisions about cleaning up 
dioxin and dealing with its 
“possible health impacts.”□

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Pirate-plagued Somalia 
trains 500 navy recruits

MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) 

— Pirate-plagued Somalia 
took a step toward policing its 
own shores with the graduation 
of its first 500 naval recruits 
Tuesday. Officials hope the 
men will form the backbone of 
the country’s first naval force 
for nearly two decades, but 
said they need international 
funding to make it a viable 
force. 

Somalia currently relies on 
international warships to 
police its lawless shores, where 
the U.N.-backed government 
is fighting Islamist insurgents 
and clan-based militias fight 
each other. The chaos provides 
a perfect refuge for pirates 
who prey on vessels passing 
between Asia and Europe 

— one of the world’s busiest 
trade routes. 

Japan, America, Germany, 


China, Canada and other 
nations have sent warships 
to the Gulf of Aden but there 
are not enough of them to 
cover the danger zone. The 
pirates have expanded their 
operations hundreds of miles 
offshore in the Indian Ocean. 
Last year pirates captured 
over 100 ships and attacks 
have increased this year. 
Foreign navies are reluctant to 
tackle the pirates on land for 
fear of getting sucked into the 
bloodbath of Somalia’s 18- 
year-old civil war. 

Somalia’s new naval 
commander, Admiral Farah 
Ahmed, said the new batch 
of recruits who graduated 
Tuesday are the first tranche 
of a new force responsible 
for tackling piracy. Each man 
will receive $175 a month 
and the force will be armed 
with tanks, machine guns and 
rocket propelled grenades. 


He said the navy will set up 
bases in the ports of Bosasso, 
Berbera and Kismayo, and its 
headquarters in the capital of 
Mogadishu. The scheme is 
currently funded by the Somali 
government but Ahmed says 
members of the international 
community have also pledged 
funds. The new force faces 
several challenges. The port 
of Berbera is in Somaliland, 
a relatively peaceful area in 
the north that has declared 
its independence from the 
government in the chaotic 
south. The impoverished areas 
around Bosasso are pirate 
havens, where the influx of 
money from the gunmen has 
made them wildly popular. 
Kismayo in the south is in the 
hands of Islamist insurgents 
who have vowed to topple the 
U.N.-backed administration 
and there is daily fighting in 
the capital of Mogadishu.

The force also has only a dozen 
boats so far — pirate gangs 
have used more in a single 
attack. And although donors 
all agree on the need for a 
Somali coast guard, they have 
so far been reluctant to release 
funding for more recruits and 
equipment after a previous 
scheme to train Somali police 


was dogged by widespread 
corruption and desertion. 
Many private military 
companies have expressed an 
interest in training the new 
Somali navy but European 
naval officials have expressed 
fears that new recruits might 
simply end up as better trained 
pirates. □ 











Tom Brady’s back - time for the NFL to rock

NEW YORK (AP) — Tom 
Brady is throwing passes 
and avoiding paparazzi, and 
the NFL is the better for it. 
He’s the reason the New 
England Patriots again are 
favored to play in the Super 
Bowl. 

The expectations are only 
high until you consider 
what Brady has done this 
decade — aside from 
marrying a supermodel and 
becoming fodder for the 
entertainment media. 

The superstar quarterback 
has guided New England to 
three NFL championships 
in four Super Bowl 
appearances. Two years 
ago, he put together the 
greatest season any passer 
has compiled, resurrecting 
Randy Moss’ career in 
the bargain. Brady hasn’t 
lost a regular-season game 
since the 2006 season. He 
directed the Patriots to a 16- 
0 record in 2007, and went 
down with a knee injury in 
last year’s season-opener. 
When he was knocked out 
by the Kansas City Chiefs, 
the NFL lost some pizazz, 
and there were no playoffs 
for the Matt Cassel-led 
Patriots. More significantly, 
there was no Brady Watch: 
No chase for more records; 
no political candidates 
knocking down his door 
for endorsements; no flood

of TV commercials. Pretty 
much no Brady sightings as 
he recuperated. 

Is he fully recovered? The 
left knee seems to be holding 
up but then he hurt his right 
shoulder after being tackled 
in a preseason game against 
Washington, making many 
wonder if, at 32, was Brady 
getting a tad brittle. 

“I’ve been dealing with this 
for a long time, almost for 
the last year. I know where 
I’m at,” he says. “I know 
how I feel, how comfortable 
I am back there, and I try to 
convey that I feel like that 
was part of last season. This 
season has been a different 
year for me. I’ve already 
missed a year. I’ve already 
paid the price for it. 
“Moving forward, you’ve 
just got to try to work as 
hard as you can to get back 
to your normal self and I 
really feel like I am. ... I 
think if I make a poor play, 


I never have thought, ‘Well, 
I wonder if it was because 
of my injury last year.’ I 
think, ‘Well, I’ve got to 
make improvements.’ Just 
like every year where things 
don’t really go your way.” 
Given Brady’s propensity 
for serving up wins, it might 
be wise to put all doubts 
aside and just tune in to 
what he does starting on 
Monday against the Buffalo 
Bills. 

Until then, there are plenty 
of other NFL story threads 
to follow. 

Even before the season 
kicks off with the now- 
traditional Thursday game 
defending champ 
Pittsburgh hosts Tennessee 
— the NFL has been a 
whirlwind, particularly off 
the field. Consider these 
sagas, all of which will 
continue to be played out 
over the next five months, 
heading toward the Super 


Bowl in Miami. 

—Michael Vick in 
Philadelphia. 

After serving 18 months in 
prison for his involvement 
in dogfighting, the former 
Atlanta star landed 
with the Eagles in mid- 
August. He has been 
cleared by commissioner 
Roger Goodell to play in 
Philadelphia’s third regular- 
season game on Sept. 27. 
Vick has looked rusty in 
two preseason games for 
Philly, and his impact could 
be minimal this season. 

—Brett Favre in 
Minnesota. 

The twice-retired Favre 
landed in Minnesota, 
weeks after the NFL’s all- 
time leading passer said 
no (wink, wink) to the 
Vikings. Soon to be 40, 
with a damaged rotator cuff 
and, at least in some circles, 
a tattered legacy, Favre is 
being counted on to lift the 


Vikings to a title. 

If he is the Favre of the first 
11 games of 2008 with the 
New York Jets, when he was 
healthy, Minnesota made a 
good decision. If he is the 
injured Favre of the final 
six weeks, Vikings coach 
Brad Childress might be 
joining Favre in retirement 
next year. 

—Labor issues. 

Fans want to hear about 
touchdowns and wins, 
not collective bargaining 
agreements and losses. 
But the next few months 
will include numerous 
negotiations between the 
league and the NFL Players 
Association, which has a 
new, aggressive executive 
director, DeMaurice Smith. 
The owners opted out of the 
current agreement, which 
will end after the 2010 
season. And if no new deal 
is reached before March, 
there almost certainly will 
be no salary cap in ‘10 and 
possibly no season in 2011. 
For now, there is 
anticipation of a new 
season, of finding that team 
which will go from stinker 
to contender (the Green 
Bay Packers?) or plummet 
(Tampa Bay Buccaneers?). 
Of discovering new stars 
(BaltimorerunningbackRay 
Rice? Pittsburgh linebacker 
Lawrence Timmons?) and 
feeling sorry for faded ones 
(Favre?). 

And it’s time to welcome 
back the biggest star in 
the NFL universe. Sure, 
quarterbacks Eli Manning 
and Philip Rivers recently 
received bigger contracts 
than Brady. But they’re still 
role players compared to 
the NFL’s boss.Q

Murray unset bw Cilic

NEW YORK (AP) — Second- 
ranked Andy Murray was 
surprisingly ousted from the 
U.S. Open by Marin Cilic of 
Croatia by a lopsided 7-5, 6- 

2, 6-2 in the fourth round on 
Tuesday. 

Cilic overcame two set points 
in the first set, then pounded 
Murray over the last two to 
reach his first career Grand 
Slam quarterfinals. Murray, 
who lost to Roger Federer in 
the final at Flushing Meadows 
last year, will finish 2009 
without making a major final. 
The match ended in the late 
afternoon in New York, 
and just before newspaper 
deadlines back in England, 
where the sports sections 
follow Murray’s every move. 
Certainly, those headlines 
won’t be nice on Wednesday 
morning. 

“Today, I could’ve been better 
in pretty much every part 
of my game, whether it was 
mental, forehand, backhand, 
return,” said Murray, who 
conceded that, yes, this was 
the most disappointing loss of 
his career. 

How to explain this setback, 
his earliest loss on hard-courts 
since the Australian Open, 
against the Croatian he had 
beaten in their three previous 
meetings? 

The right-handed Murray 
was holding his left wrist and 
grimacing in pain at the end of 
the first set. He said the wrist 
had been bothering him for a 
week or so. 

“Regardless of my wrist, I 
lost the match,” Murray said. 
“I returned poorly. He served 
well and that was really the 
difference.” 

Cilic moved on to meet 
sixth-seeded Juan Martin 
del Potro, who reached his 
second straight U.S. Open 
quarterfinals by cruising past 
No. 24 Juan Carlos Ferrero 6- 

3, 6-3, 6-3. 

Cilic vs. del Potro will pit two 
players who are 20, with lanky 
frames and big serves. 

“For sure, if he beat Murray, 
he’s confident,” said del 
Potro, who lost to Murray in 


the Open quarterfinals a year 
ago. “It will be very tough for 
me.” 

In another fourth-round men’s 
match, No. 11 Fernando 
Gonzalez of Chile eliminated 
No. 7 Jo-Wilfried Tsonga of 
France 3-6, 6-3, 7-6 (3), 6-4. 
Gonzalez faces No. 3 Rafael 
Nadal or No. 13 Gael Monfils 
in the quarterfinals. 

Kim Clijsters, already into 
the semifinals, will face a 
Williams for the second time 
in this tournament. 

Clijsters beat Venus Williams 
in the fourth round; now she’ll 
take on defending champion 
Serena Williams, who 
improved her win-loss record 
to 23-1 in Grand Slam singles 
this season by beating No. 10 
Flavia Pennetta of Italy 6-4, 
6-3. 

Looking ahead to facing 
Clijsters, the younger 
Williams said: “She’s such a 
great person and I, like, only 
wish the best for her. But not 
in the next match.” 

The American and Belgian 
both have 12-match winning 
streaks at the U.S. Open. 
Clijsters won the first seven 
en route to the 2005 title, the 
last time she played in New 
York, and has five this year, 
the last a 6-2, 6-4 win against 
18th-seeded Li Na of China. 
Stillunrankedbecause she only 
had played in two tournaments 
before the U.S. Open, Clijsters 
is the first unseeded woman 
to reach the semifinals at 
Flushing Meadows since 
Elena Dementieva in 2000. 
“I’m surprised to be sitting 
here talking to you right now,” 
Clijsters said. 

Cilic said the set points he 
saved, serving at 4-5 in the 
first, were the turning point 
against Murray. He responded 
by getting ahead 0-40 on 
Murray’s serve in the next 
game, won the second break 
point, then took 13 of the next 
17 games for his first career 
win over an opponent ranked 
in the top three. 

“It was a relief for me to start 
getting more into the game,” 
Cilic said of his reaction after 
saving the set points. “I didn’t 
have to think too much. I

played good, played tactically 
well, and he was missing.” 
Murray had 29 unforced 
errors, 12 fewer than Cilic, 
but he hit only 13 winners 
and never looked comfortable 
in the match in Arthur Ashe 
Stadium. 

Off on Tuesday, but certainly 
looking on with interest, was 
Federer. Gone was Murray 
who, at least the rankings say, 
was supposed to be Federer’s 
biggest challenger, the man 
who last month became the 
first since early 2006 to break 
the Federer-Rafael Nadal 
stranglehold on the top two 
spots. 

Murray, meanwhile, was one 
of the sport’s new breakout 
stars, one of the few out there 
who could beat Federer with 
some regularity, and a winner 
of five tournaments this year. 
None of them, however, was 
a Grand Slam, and his status 
as a popular choice to break 
through this week wasn’t 


worth much against Cilic. 

“I put pressure on myself to 
win the tournaments,” Murray 
said. “It’s nice to hear that 
sometimes from other players, 


or ex-players, but it doesn’t 
make a difference who says 
you’re going to win, lose 
tournaments. That doesn’t

Buehrle gets first win since perfect game 


CHICAGO (AP) — Mark 
Buehrle won for the first time 
since pitching a perfect game on 
July 23, ending his eight-start 
drought by leading the Chicago 
White Sox over the Boston 
Red Sox 5-1 in the American 
League on Monday. 

Carlos Quentin homered as 
Chicago took three of four from 
the AL wild-card leaders. 
Buehrle (12-7) outpitched Josh 
Beckett (14-6), scattering eight 
hits over seven-plus innings. 
The White Sox lefty had been 
0-4 with a 5.44 ERA since his 
gem against Tampa Bay. 
Buehrle gave up a first-inning 
run and then pitched his way 
out of several jams. Leading 3- 
1, he gave up a leadoff single 
to Victor Martinez in the eighth 
and was replaced by Tony Pena, 
who struck out Jason Bay and 
Mike Lowell. 

Beckett, who hasn’t won since 
Aug. 12, gave up three runs 
and six hits over seven innings. 
He retired his final 10 batters 
and was able to keep the ball 
in the park, something he’d 
failed to do in his five previous 
outings when he surrendered 
14 homers. 

Royals 6, Angels 3 
At Kansas City, Missouri, Billy 
Butler homered twice and had 
four RBIs as Kansas City ended 
a nine-game losing streak to the 
Los Angeles Angels. 

Kansas City played solid 
defense, had 11 hits and survived 
a scare from its shaky bullpen 
to beat Los Angeles for the first 
time since May 7, 2008. Butler 
hit a two-run homer in the 


fifth inning off Ervin Santana 
(7-8) and a solo shot off Jose 
Arredondo in the eighth for his 
second multihomer game this 
season. 

The AL West-leading Angels 
continued their September 
hitting funk, failing to take 
advantage of numerous 
opportunities against Royals 
starter Kyle Davies (7-9). Los 
Angeles, which hit .206 the 
first five games of the month, 
left runners in scoring position 
in four of Davies’ five innings 
and stranded 12 overall.

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Presidente de Colombia suscribo 
roferendo sobre reeleccion 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - El presidente de 
Colombia, Alvaro Uribe, firmo el martes 
un proyecto de referendo que le abre el 
camino para buscar su segunda reeleccion 
consecutiva y de inmediato lo envio a la 
Corte Constitucional para que inicie el 
examen de legalidad, informo el Gobiemo. 
La sancion del referendo, aprobado 
previamente por el Congreso, y su envio al 
tribunal fue interpretado por analistas como 
una clara serial de que el mandatario esta 
interesado en ser candidato en los comicios 
del 2010. 

El presidente no ha hecho publica su 
intencion de lanzar su candidatura para un 
nuevo periodo de cuatro anos, pero tampoco 
lo ha descartado. Uribe es el mas cercano 
aliado de Estados Unidos en America 
Latina, una region donde gobemantes de 
izquierda han ganado injerencia. 

La Corte Constitucional puede declarar 
legal el tramite y aprobacion del referendo 
en el Congreso, fallo que habilita al 
Gobiemo para convocarlo. 


En ese caso, el referendo debera contar con 
la participacion de un 25 por ciento de los 
electores habilitados -mas de 7 millones de 
personas- que en las umas decidiran si lo 
aprueban o lo rechazan. 

Pero el tribunal tambien lo puede declarar 
ilegal por vicios o errores en su aprobacion, 
caso en el que impediria que Uribe busque 
extender su Gobiemo hasta el 2014. 

El presidente de la Corte Constitucional, 
Nilson Pinilla, anuncio que el analisis 
juridico del tramite del referendo podria 
demorar entre cuatro y cinco meses. 

El magistrado admitio la posibilidad de 
examinar no solo la aprobacion en el 
Congreso, sino tambien el proceso de 
recoleccion de los cuatro millones de 
firmas con que se presento la iniciativa 
ante la Registraduria y la financiacion del 
proceso. 

Los opositores Partido Liberal y Polo 
Democratico confian en que la corte declare 
ilegal el referendo.□
